Pitie it 1s to ſee a man pay that hee neuer 
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take on him the perſon of the Debtor, fo be muſt. 
Pitie to ſee a ſillie poore Lambe lie bleeding to 
death. but if it muſt be a Sacrifice, ( ſuch ts the 
nature of a ſacrifice) ſo it muſt. And ſo ( briſt, 
though without ſmne in him|elfe , yet as a Sure: 
tie, as a Sacrifice, may inſtly ſuffer for others , if 
be will take opon him their perſons; and ſo, God 
may iuſtly rue way to his wrath againſt him. 
And who be thoſe others? The Prophet Eſay ours.

haue ſwet this Sweat , and haue cryed this ( ry ; 
ſhould haue bene ſmitten with theſe ſorrowes by . 
the fierce wrath of God , had not he ſtepped be- 
tweene the blow and <vs , and latched it in his 
owne body & ſoule, enen the dint of the fiercenes 
of the wrath of God. O the Non ficut of our 
ſannes, that could not otherwiſe be anſwered ! 
To returne then a true verditt. It is wee, 
(we wretched ſinners that we are) that are to be 
found the principals m this atte ; and theſe on 
whom wee ſeeke to ſhift it, to deriue it from our 
ſelues, Pilate and Cataphas and the reſt, but in- 
ſtrumentall cauſes onely. And it is not the exe-
